Civil Service Commission is 


Hard Put to Get Quali- 


fied Applicants. 


IT MAKES AN APPEAL 


Washington, Aug. 22.—Jobs under the 


government are going a-begging, and tha 
civil service commission today issued an- 
nouncements of examinations to be held 
for a number of positions, almost every 
announcement bearing 
this significant 


statement in black-faced letters: 


"As the commission has experienced 


considerable difficulty tn securing a snlli- 
cient number of eligibles for this posi- 
tion, qualified persons arc urged to enter 
this examination." 


Among the positions which the com- 


mission seeks to till through competitive 
examinations is that of prcparator in the 
bureau of entomology of the department 
of agriculture. 
The position, according 


to the announcement, will pay the suc- 
cessful candidate $60 a month. The ex- 
amination consists of only passing in 
spelling, arithmetic, letter writing, pen- 
manship, 
copying :and 
demonstrating 


general aptitude for the job through 
"practical tests in preparing, mounting 
nnd labelling entomologlcnal specimens, 
both pinned nnd micnfacopic." Another 
place the commission thus far has failed 
to fill and for which an appeal- is made 
is that of teacher of metal working and 
mechanical drawing in the Indian service. 
The job also will pay JffiO a month.

addition to being both an arithmetician 
and an artist the applicant, according to 
the specifications, might well have ''a 
knowledge of wood turning."

When the Office Does the Seeking 


' ' It is an admitted fact in American politics that rarcly 
the best qualified man is an aspirant for public office. 
Under the ordinary plan of procedure it is a scramble 
for place by men who seek places for personal aggran- 
dizement, and the successful nominees may or may not 
in the view of the voters, measure up to the requirements 
of the position they seek at the polls on election day. 


In the case of the non-partisan municipal movement 


in Fort Wayne the situation is directly reversed. There is 
no scramble for place. The office is seeking the man; the 
man is not in pursuit of the office. Nominations are beinp 
made as the result of deliberate judgment after mature 
consideration upon the basis of individual fitness in a 
sincere attempt to insure efficient public service, un- 
biased by partisan views and unhampered by partisan ob- 
ligations. We do not believe the voters will fail to 
recognize in this fact not only a tower of strength but a 
definite promise of better things in the government of the 
city. 
/ The man who consents to make the race for office at, 
the definite and unmistnken solicitation of the people after 
their accredited representatives have canvassed the sit- 
uation and come to him bearing a. commission to do so is 
assuming a public service of no mean calibre. He is likely, 
too, to have a deep and enduring conviction of the respon- 
sibilities that come to him thus unsolicited and not as the 
result of political accident or of his success in getting out 
a few more votes than the other fellow. We can secure 
the best government only when public officials recognize 
first allegiance to the people and not to any political party. 
Even the most capable men chosen under the party system 
find themselves, once in office, hampered and beset by 
claims of the party organization that have been more 
largely than anything else responsible for the failure of 
American municipal government to measure up to public 
'demands.

Originally it had a simple meaning. 


An honest politician was a man who 
wouldn't accept a bribe. Thi* is still the 
meaning in pome parts of the world out- 
side the. United States and in many 
American cities. 


In Russia or China, for instance, an 


official would naturally be regarded as 
honest if he wouldn't 
sell himself for 


money. In many cities in this country 
the word is used in the same way. 


But a change is beginning to show 


itself. 
People arc beginning to require 


something more than money honesty on 
the part of public servants. If a man 
sells himself what difference does it make 
what sort of currency he takes? 
He 


may be paid in "lawful money," in con- 
siderations that touch his vanity, in so- 
cial preferment or in political advance- 
ment. But the point is that he has sold 
himself. 


More and more it is recognized that 


the honest official is the one who puts his 
obligation to the public welfare firff, and 
»ho cannot be reached hy any form of 
bribery—whether of money or of some- 
thing that, appeals to him more than 
money.

The optimistic view which railroad men 


in the west retain despite the damage to 
the corn crop is accounted for on the 
ground that this crop affords really very 
little business to railroads. There is an 
old adage that "wheat rides to market, 
but corn walks," meaning, of course, that 
the form in which corn goes to market 
is that of the animals it is fed to. Presi- 
dent Ripley, of the Snnta Fe, says that 
only about 2 per cent, of the revenues 
of that road are derived from the trans- 
portation of corn. 


This may he nn over-optimistic view. 


Probably the transportation of corn in 
its original form is a minor matter to

counting Board Discusses 


New Laws. 


OFFICERS ARE CHOSEN 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 22.—The an- 


nual session of the County 
Auditors' 


Association of Indiana closed here yes- 
terday afternoon with the election 
<if 


officers and arrangements for a mid- 
winter session January 14, 1914. Offi- 
cers elected are Churles S. Cromwell, of 
Frankfort, president; Willinm T. Pat- 
ten, of Indianapolis, vice president; Al- 
bert F. Zearing, of Indianapolis, secre- 
tary-treasurer. 
The sessions were de- 


voted chiefly to discussion of laws pass- 
ed by the 1913 legislature affecting the 
county auditors office. 


Among; the laws taken up yesterday 


"were the one establishing a county road 
superintendent, one relating to gravel 
road construction and another requiring 
semi-annual settlements with the coun- 
ty treasurer. William T. Patten, Mar- 
ion county auditor, yesterday explained 
the semi-annual settlement law. George 
Bittler, representing the state board of 
accounts, made an address of welcome 
and invited the visiting auditors to the 
state house to make the acquaintance 
of board members. 


Mr. Bittler explained the new pocket- 


size fee book which was prepared by his 
board for the purpose of showing at a 
glance the fees to which various county 
officers are enittled in addition to their 
salary. The book presents the informa- 
tion in a compact form always ready for 
reference. 


Mr. Bittler Talks. 


In speaking of the new accounting 


law. Mr. Bittler said: 


"The benefits accruing from the ad- 


ministration of the accounting law are 
not to be measured by the amount of re- 
coveries in dollars and cents, but its 
general repressive effect, its aid and as- 
sistance at-all times to officers in the 
performance of their official duties nnd 
in the ultimate bringing about of uni- 
form systems of accounting as applied 
to all offices, insuring accuracy, efficiency 
and strict compliance with all legal re- 
quirements. 


"There is no doubt that the framcrs 


Of the law, HP well as the press and the 
people who demanded its enactment, had 
in view much more than the recovery of 
money held or retained by officials th.tt 
properly belonged to the public treas- 
uries. In this connection it should bo 
said that most of the money already re- 
paid as well us that involved in reports 
still pending for settlement was not 
•withheld from the public, treasuries with 
•wrongful intent, but because of error or 
misconstruction of statutory provisions. 
Doubtless many 
honest 
officials who 


Jiavo returned money have felt tint 
their integrity w.is questioned, but this 
lias at no time been the. attitude of tin; 
Ktate department. On the. contrary, the 
difficulties and. in many eases, the un- 
certainties, under which public officers 
•were acting prior to the enactment of 
'the accounting law, have been fully rec- 
ognized." 


A resolution was adopted praising the 


work of the state board for its dlVi- 
.tiveness in discovering "leaks1' in the 
various offices and also for numerous 
*hortcuts in office work that the hoard 
lias suggested to the county officers.

The injured 
man was placed on the, operating table 
and an effort was marte to pull the piece 
of board from his body. 
It was impos- 


sible for the two surgeons to do this, and 
they opened the body frgnt and back, cut 
around the pelvic bone and thus extracted 
the wood. 


In some miraculous way the missile had 


missed every vital organ in that pnrt of 
the body, not even severing a large ar- 
tery, it tore pjtrt of the intestines and 
it wns necessary to remove only about 
one foot, of them. The opening was then 
sewed up. and while Stahl Rull'ered great- 


ly from the seriousness of the operation, 
he begun to recover speedily after the op- 
eration was finished. While he had lost 
much strength, he had gained 80 much 
ground later that the Burgeons were con- 
fident he would live. 


A Most Remarkable Accident. 


Dr. F. W. Splint, at Flower hospital, 


said it was one of the most remarkable 
accdenta that he had know of. 


"How the man could live after such an 


accident is almost n miracle," he. said. 
"You could not stick a knife through n 
man in that part of the body and have 
him survive. Even a needle would prove 
fatal in almost nine hundred and ninety- 
nine cases out of a thousand. 


"It could not be duplicated intentional- 


ly in a million attempts without sticking 
s'ome of the vital organs, such as the 
stomach, liver, pancreas, kidneys or some 
of the large arteries. It missed the spinal 
column by about two inches. If it had 
struck that the man would have been 
killed almost instantly."
